Kagins  is  proud  to  present  the  featured  collection  of  its 
1988  San  Diego  sale,  the  G.M.  "Pat"  Patterson  Collection, 
which  consists  of  a large  collection  of  high-grade  large  cents 
from  1816  to  1857  and  a comprehensive  U.S.  type  set  from 
copper  through  gold. 

George  M.  Patterson,  known  to  everyone  as  Pat,  is  a 
native  Californian  and  a veteran  of  World  War  II  with  a 
long  career  in  the  title  insurance  business.  Pat  began  his 
coin  collecting  hobby  in  1961  when  his  mother  gave  him 
an  1853  U.S.  gold  dollar  that  his  great  grandmother  had 
found  on  the  front  lawn  of  her  home  in  Nebraska  in  1865. 
Early  on,  Pat  was  intrigued  by  the  idea  of  collecting  a type 
set  although  at  the  time,  it  was  popular  to  collect  a series 
by  date  and  mint  mark.  He  decided  to  assemble  a complete 
U.S.  type  set  which  would  include  standard  U.S.  coinage  as 
well  as  Colonial  pieces,  "pillar"  dollars,  doubloons,  Lesher  dollars,  encased  postage 
stamps,  U.S.  territorial  coinage— anything  which  functioned  as  currency  during  the 
course  of  U.S.  history. 

Pat  bought  his  first  large  cent,  an  1837  Newcomb-2  in  Extremely  Fine  condition,  in 
1962  from  Del  Bland  when  they  first  met  at  a coin  convention  in  Santa  Cruz,  California. 
Pat  and  Del  had  a lot  in  common  including  careers  in  the  title  insurance  business  and 
from  their  association,  Pat  developed  a great  admiration  for  large  coppers.  He  spent  a 
good  deal  of  time  on  his  collection  during  the  early  1960's,  attending  most  of  the  California 
coin  conventions,  often  with  Del,  and  spending  Saturdays  scouting  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area  coin  shops.  Once  in  a while,  Pat  and  Del  would  stop  off  at  Walter  Breen's  apart- 
ment in  Berkeley  or  drop  by  the  Diablo  Coin  Shop  in  Walnut  Creek  to  visit  John 
Schreuder,  a great  aficionado  and  collector  of  large  cents.  Another  favorite  stop  off  was 
the  Oakland  Coin  Company,  owned  by  Leo  Young,  who  had  acquired  the  entire  collec- 
tion of  Webb  large  cents. 

Pat  focused  his  efforts  on  the  Newcomb  series  of  large  cents  because  they  were  more 
affordable  than  the  large  cents  minted  prior  to  1816.  Altogether  he  collected  over  600  late 
dates,  most  of  which  were  uncirculated.  There  are  at  least  seven  condition-census  pieces 
in  his  collection  now.  Some  of  the  highlights  of  his  collection  have  included  an  1820 
Newcomb- 14,  EF-45,  and  an  1827  Newcomb- 12,  R-6,  both  of  which  are  now  part  of  the 
Robinson  S.  Brown  Jr.  Collection.  One  of  the  classic  rarities  which  currently  resides  in 
Pat's  collection  is  an  1817  Newcomb-l1/^,  AU-50,  one  of  the  finest  known.  The  Patterson 
specimen  is  unique  because  of  its  double  profile.  The  last  1817  Newcomb-1  to  be  sold 
publicly  was  Herman  Halpren's  piece  auctioned  by  Stack's  in  March  1988.  Before  that, 
the  Louis  Helfenstein  specimen  sold  through  Lester  Merkin  in  August  1964. 

Pat  has  been  a member  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  since  1961  and  an 
active  participant  in  the  Early  American  Copper  Society  for  many  years.

Beat  the  Dealer  Game:  Have  fun  and  make  money  or  make 
money  while  having  fun.  This  game  has  been  going  on  for 
some  time,  but  in  recent  years  new  devices  have  become 
available  to  alter  the  odds  in  favor  of  the  collector  and 
investor.  It  is  easy  to  win! 

1.  Pick  an  area  of  specialization:  Early  American 
coinage,  large  cents,  type  coins,  copper,  gold,  paper,  etc. 

2.  Acquire  both  general  and  specialty  books  on  the  subject. 

3.  Study  these  books  so  that  when  the  opportunity 
occurs  to  acquire  a coin  or  a note  you  will  know  if  it  is 
undervalued— either  as  a scarcer  variety  or  as  a scarcer 
grade.  For  instance  when  Dr.  William  Sheldon  wrote  his 
book  on  large  cents,  there  were  a number  of  varieties  listed 
as  Rarity-6,  -7,  -8,  etc.  The  incentive  to  find  additional 
specimens  of  the  rarer  varieties  resulted  in  the  sale  of 
thousands  of  books  to  new  collectors  who  then  visited  local 
coin  shows  and  even  national  conventions.  The  result  is 
that  many  of  the  former  non-collectible  varieties  (R-8)  are 
now  R-7  or  even  R-6. 

Presently  the  "hot"  area  of  die  variety  collecting  is  lettered-edge  half  dollars.  A1  Over- 
ton's book  Early  Half  Dollar  Varieties  1794-1836  is  a must.  While  rarity  ratings  are  stated, 
basal  values  and  condition-census  are  not  given.  (Sheldon  does  include  them  on  large 
cents.)  This  gives  the  knowledgeable  collector  an  excellent  opportunity  to  discover  an 
undervalued  "find." 

4.  Once  you've  become  conversant  in  your  field  of  interest,  you  are  ready  for  auctions. 
Most  rare  and  scarce  coins  usually  first  appear  when  collections  are  cataloged  and 
presented  for  auction.  About  75  percent  of  the  lots  in  a sale  are  captured  by  those  attend- 
ing the  auction  in  person  rather  than  by  mail  bidders.  Most  of  the  buyers  are  dealers 
who,  with  their  specialized  skills,  can  acquire  undergraded,  underdescribed  and  under- 
valued coins  and  resell  them  at  a considerable  profit. 

It  is  not  unusual  for  a collector  or  dealer  to  buy  a coin  at  a sale  and  then  sell  it  to  me 
the  next  day.  How  can  he  do  this?  Quite  simple.  His  specialized  knowledge  enables  him 
to  spot  undervalued  coins.  I,  in  turn,  am  willing  to  pay  the  market  value  for  a scarce  die 
variety  or  condition-census  specimen  or  a specific  item  to  fill  a specialized  want  list. 

Some  of  the  collectors  I have  known  over  the  last  half  century  have  told  me  that  their 
collections  are  virtually  cost-free  because  they  have  discovered  sufficient  varieties  or 
undervalued  coins  to  pay  for  their  main  collection. 

Play  the  game.  Have  fun.  Win.  The  main  ingredient— knowledge  acquired  from  study 
and  participation. 

Yes,  you  can  beat  the  dealer.  Why?  The  field  of  numismatics  is  so  vast  that  no  one  can 
be  an  expert  on  everything.  While  most  dealers  have  a general  expertise  and  some  area  of 
in-depth  knowledge,  there  just  isn't  enough  time  to  become  proficient  in  every  series.

To  round  out  the  U.S.  section,  we  offer  a nice  selection  of  Colonial  coins  and  paper  cur- 
rency, some  fine  large-size  notes,  including  all  the  Educational  series,  a comprehensive 
offering  of  fractional  currency  and  some  unusual  tokens  and  medals,  especially  in  the 
game  counter  series.

As  you  read  through  the  catalog  for  the  first  time, 
record  the  numbers  of  all  the  lots  you  are  interested  in 
on  a worksheet.  If  you  are  interested  in  specific  types 
of  coins,  be  sure  to  check  the  catalog  index. 

How  Much  to  Bid: 

The  price  you  bid  is  determined  by  you.  Check  the 
descriptions  in  the  catalog  and  decide  what  you  are 
willing  to  pay.  You  should  bid  generously  on  the  lots 
you  really  want.  If  there  are  some  lots  you  would  like 
to  have  "if  the  price  is  right,"  then  you  may  want  to 
place  nominal  bids  on  those  lots.  Because  a number  of 
collectors  choose  to  bid  on  many  lots,  the  number  of 
successful  bids  will  be  relatively  small. 

Remember  that  your  bids  are  limits.  It  is  possible, 
and  quite  often  does  occur,  that  you  will  succeed  in 
purchasing  a lot  for  less  than  your  bid  since  we  start 
the  floor  bidding  at  about  5-10%  above  the  second- 
highest  mail  bid.  Example:  You  enter  a mail  bid  of  $500, 
the  highest  bid  received  for  a particular  lot.  The  next- 
highest  mail  bid  is  $400  so  the  auctioneer  starts  the  bid- 
ding at  $425.  If  there  are  no  bids  from  the  floor,  you  will 
then  be  awarded  the  lot  at  $425—  or  if  the  floor  bidding 
stops  at  perhaps  $450  or  $475,  then  you  will  receive  the 
lot  at  a standard  increment  above  the  top  floor  bid.  If  bid- 
ding continues  above  the  $500,  then  the  highest  floor  bid 
will  win  the  lot. 

How  to  Fill  Out  the  Bid  Sheet: 

On  the  bid  sheet  you  will  observe  that  there  are 
two  column  headings:  Lot  and  Bid.  When  you  decide 
which  lots  you  want  to  bid  on,  enter  the  lot  numbers 
and  the  maximum  amounts  you  are  willing  to  pay  for 
those  lots  in  the  proper  column. 

If  you  have  circled  one  of  the  increase  percentages, 
you  will  be  allowing  us  to  increase  your  maximum  bid 
in  order  to  obtain  a lot  which  is  going  for  more  than 
you  had  anticipated.  We  will  buy  the  lots  for  you  as 
low  as  possible  as  outlined  above. 
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Grading  Standards 


The  following  grading  standards  are  used  on  all  coins  in 
this  sale.  Unless  otherwise  specified  by  a double  grade, 
the  grade  given  applies  to  both  the  obverse  and  the 
reverse.  For  example,  MS-65  means  that  the  coin  grades 
MS-65  on  both  sides.  If  a coin  is  split-graded,  both 
grades  will  be  listed,  obverse/reverse,  as  in  MS-63/65. 

Currency  

Superb  Gem  Crisp  Uncirculated:  A flawless  note. 
Perfectly  centered  with  sharp  corners.  Full  brightness 
and  absolutely  no  handling  or  other  impairments. 
Wider-than-usual  margins. 

Gem  Crisp  Uncirculated:  Bright  and  well  centered. 
Full  original  crispness  with  no  handling  or  aging.  A vir- 
tually flawless  note. 

Choice  Crisp  Uncirculated:  Flawless  appearance. 
Close  examination  might  reveal  teller  handling,  minute 
pinholes,  or  very  light  aging.  A note  with  an  excess  of 
the  above-mentioned  defects  would  not  be  considered 
Choice. 

Crisp  Uncirculated:  No  folds  or  corner  creases.  May 
have  obvious  aging,  rounded  corners,  handling  marks, 
pinholes,  or  other  flaws  that  indicate  mishandling.  A 
note  that  does  not  retain  full  crispness  or  appears 
starched  should  be  examined  for  processed  or  pressed- 
out  folds. 


We  believe  this  gives  mail  bidders  a true  indication  of 
the  coin's  grade  and  value. 

In  keeping  with  the  changing  standards  of  the  rare 
coin  market,  Kagins  has  adopted  the  11 -point  grading 
scale  adopted  by  the  American  Numismatic  Association 
The  grades  most  commonly  used  are  described  below. 


About  Uncirculated:  The  criteria  are  basically  the 
same  as  for  Uncirculated,  but  a note  may  have  a single 
fold  or  several  small  corner  creases. 

Extremely  Fine:  Two  or  three  creases  evident.  The 
note  should  be  bright  and  retain  nearly  full  crispness. 

Very  Fine:  Notes  show  obvious  use.  May  have  several 
folds  and  have  started  to  lose  some  original  crispness. 
Light  soiling  due  to  normal  handling  is  accepted. 

Fine:  Very  little  original  crispness  evident.  Still 
exhibits  original  brightness,  but  shows  much  handling 
and  soiling. 

Very  Good:  May  be  soiled  and  well  worn.  All 
engraved  features  clear  and  complete.  Margins  must  be 
intact. 

Good:  Heavily  soiled  with  no  original  color  or  body. 
May  have  frayed  margins  and  small  tears.  Engraved 
features  will  be  visible  but  not  bold. 


Coins 

PF-67  (Proof):  Nearly  flawless,  with  no  hairlines, 
handling  marks  or  other  defects. 

PF-65  (Proof):  May  show  some  very  fine  hairlines, 
usually  from  friction-type  cleaning  or  friction-type  dry- 
ing or  rubbing  after  dipping.  To  an  unaided  eye  PF-65 
will  appear  to  be  virtually  perfect. 

PF-63  (Proof):  Midway  between  PF-65  and  PF-60. 

PF-60  (Proof):  Some  scattered  handling  marks  and 
hairlines  which  will  be  visible  to  the  unaided  eye. 

MS-67  (Mint  State):  A far  above  average  Uncirculated 
coin  with  virtually  no  bagmarks,  hairlines  or  other  evi- 
dence of  handling  or  contact  with  other  coins. 

MS-65  (Mint  State):  This  refers  to  an  above  average 
Uncirculated  coin  and  has  fewer  bagmarks  than  usual. 
May  be  brilliant  or  toned. 

MS-63  (Mint  State):  This  refers  to  a slightly  above 
average  Uncirculated  coin  with  fewer  bagmarks  than 
normal.  A few  minor  edge  nicks  and  marks  are  allowed. 

MS-60  (Mint  State):  Strictly  Uncirculated  with  no 
evidence  of  wear,  only  a moderate  number  of  bagmarks 
on  surface.  Also  present  may  be  a few  minor  edge  nicks 
and  marks. 


AU-55  (About  Uncirculated):  Only  a small  trace  of 
wear  the  highest  points. 

AU-50  (About  Uncirculated):  Traces  of  wear  on 
many  of  the  highest  points.  At  least  half  of  the  original 
luster  is  present. 

EF-45  (Extremely  Fine):  Light  overall  wear  on  highest 
points,  all  design  details  very  sharp.  Mint  luster  is 
usually  seen  only  in  protected  areas  of  the  coin's  surface. 

EF-40  (Extremely  Fine):  Slightly  more  wear  than 
EF-45,  still  with  excellent  overall  sharpness.  Traces  of 
mint  luster  may  still  show. 

VF-30  (Very  Fine):  Light  even  wear  on  the  surface, 
design  details  on  the  highest  points  lightly  worn,  sharp 
lettering  and  major  features  sharp. 

VF-20  (Very  Fine):  As  VF-30,  but  with  moderate  wear 
on  highest  parts. 

Fine- 12:  Moderate  to  considerable  even  wear.  Entire 
design  is  bold. 

VG-8  (Very  Good):  Well  worn,  most  fine  details  worn 
nearly  smooth. 

Good-4:  Heavily  worn,  major  designs  visible,  but  with 
faintness  in  areas,  without  center  detail.

Aside  from  these  defects,  which  barely  affect  the  obverse 
border  and  are  well  away  from  the  legends,  the  coin  is  very 
clean  and  pleasing.

A pleasing  coin  bound  to  create  interest  among  specialists.

1005  1723  Woods  Hibernia  halfpenny.  A lovely,  glossy  light 
brown  MS-60  specimen  with  traces  of  mint  red.  Very  nicely 
struck  in  spite  of  reverse  die  buckling  and  some  planchet 
irregularity  in  centers.  The  surfaces  are  quite  clean  and 
smooth  with  some  prooflike  appearance.  An  exceptionally 
pleasing  example  which  will  no  doubt  command  a strong 
bid.

1023  1787  New  Jersey.  Maris  46-e,  R-l.  Attractive,  brown- 
colored  Fine- 12  example  with  some  light  verdigris  on 
obverse.  Details  of  the  reverse  shield  and  horse's  mane  sug- 
gest VF  grade  but  this  coin  is  struck  from  a badly  clashed 
obverse  die  making  it  difficult  to  grade.

1788  Vermont.  RR-40!  An  extremely  rare  coin— this  specimen  is 
one  of  only  two  known  and  the  only  specimen  available  on  the 
open  market.  The  discovery  coin  was  found  by  Ron  Guth  in  the 
process  of  attributing  the  Colonial  coinage  at  the  Smithsonian  Insti- 
tution. The  second  specimen  was  discovered  within  the  last  six 
months  in  a mixed  lot  of  counterfeit  halfpence  which  came  from 
England.  This  is  a very  important  coin  for  the  Vermont  specialists, 
relating  the  issues  of  Machin's  Mill  with  the  coins  from  the  popular 
Vermont  and  Connecticut  series  to  which  this  coin  belongs. 

This  Vermont  piece  is  a Machin's  Mill  product  and  shows  the 
same  George  III  obverse  as  No.  13  on  the  Vlack  plate  and  is  muled 
with  the  Bressett-L  reverse  from  the  Vermont  series.  The  obverse  is 


die  linked  with  two  Connecticut  reverses,  Miller  G.2  of  1787  and  D 
of  1788.  The  reverse  is  die  linked  with  two  Vermont  obverses, 

Ryder  19  and  20  (also  called  Bressett  10  and  13). 

The  coin  has  some  of  the  detail  of  Fine-12  but  was  crudely 
manufactured  as  is  typical  of  Machin's  Mill  products.  The  coin  was 
struck  over  another  crudely  made  issue  and  shows  some  underlying 
flan  irregularity  and  light  porosity.  It  is  possible  that  this  coin  is 
really  double  struck  but  the  undertype,  which  is  visible  on  the 
obverse  to  the  right  and  on  the  reverse  periphery  at  2 o'clock  and  7 
o'clock,  is  difficult  to  pin  down.  The  surfaces  are  otherwise  clean 
and  even,  showing  a mixture  of  light  and  dark  brown  color.  The 
coin  weighs  108.64  grains,  j See  color  photo.)

1031  1794  Talbot,  Allum  & Lee  cent.  Solid  VG-8  with  smooth, 
brown  surfaces  and  nice  detail.  Small  edge  bruise  on  obverse 
at  8 o'clock.

Second-known  1801  Valentine-3 


1801  Valentine-3!  The  only  other  specimen  of  this  great  rarity  that 
has  turned  up  since  the  discovery  piece.  This  variety  was  unknown 
to  Valentine,  who  listed  only  two  die  varieties  for  this  year,  so  this 
variety  was  assigned  the  next  number  in  his  sequence.  For  years 
there  has  been  much  confusion  about  the  varieties  of  this  date,  even 
as  recently  as  1986  in  the  ANS  publication  America's  Silver  Coinage 
1794-1891.  At  the  bottom  of  page  26,  the  side-by-side  photos  of  V-2 
and  the  other  known  V-3  are  labeled  incorrectly.  The  photo  on  the 
left  should  be  labeled  V-2  and  the  photo  on  the  right  should  be 
labeled  V-3. 

The  three  dies  can  be  distinguished  by  die  breaks  as  follows:  V-l 
has  a break  from  Y of  Liberty  down  through  right  obverse  field  to 
final  star;  V-2  in  its  late  state  shows  a break  from  edge  below  0 of 
date  past  right  side  of  8 (almost  obliterating  the  1 and  8 of  the  date 
as  noted  by  Valentine)  coming  up  in  an  arc  and  finally  passing 
through  B of  LIBERTY;  V-3,  here  illustrated  with  an  enlarged  photo, 
has  a diagnostic  break  from  edge  to  right  of  point  of  bust  almost 
horizontally  across  and  through  all  digits  of  date  to  edge  at  left. 

From  point  of  view  of  detail  the  specimen  offered  here  is  com- 
parable to  the  other  known  specimen  and  clearly  VG-8  or  better. 
This  coin,  however,  does  have  a number  of  old  scratches  visible  on 
either  side.  Nice,  even,  light  gray  color  with  a few  darker  spots  of 
little  importance  on  the  reverse.  This  great  rarity  was  found  recently 
by  dealer  Jonathan  Kern  and  purchased  from  him  by  our  consignor. 
It  is  with  great  pr'de  that  we  offer  this  rare  coin  properly  attributed 
for  the  first  ever  at  public  auction.

The  fields  exhibit  light  hairlines  and  there  is  slight 
planchet  roughness  between  the  device  and  the  13th  star. 
Low  mintage  of  only  15,900  pieces  and  seldom  seen  com- 
pared to  the  common  1875-S.

Silver  Dollars 

Early  Dollars,  1794-1804 


2001  1795  Bolender  5,  EF-40.  A startling  coin  for  the  issue,  with 
much  of  its  original  brilliance  showing  under  the  devices, 
especially  on  the  obverse.  A flawless  strike,  with  absolutely 
no  adjustment  marks  and  no  dings  or  dents.  One  might 
assume  that  this  was  a special  strike  with  some  heavy 
cabinet  friction,  but  this  is  pure  conjecture.  Just  a lovely 
piece. 


2002  1795  B-4,  VF-30.  An  exceptionally  clean-surfaced  and 

attractive  example  with  much  bold  detail  and  nice  blue-gray 
color.  Only  the  very  lightest  of  adjustment  marks  that  plague 
many  of  these  and  one  trifling  flan  flaw  in  the  left  obverse 
field.  Quite  pretty  with  none  of  the  scratches,  cleaning  and 
repairs  often  encountered  on  these  early  dollars. 


2003  1795  B-14,  R-3,  EF-40  with  detail  suggesting  a higher  grade. 
Lovely  two-toned  gray  color  mostly  of  the  lighter  shade  and 
evenly  distributed.  The  obverse  shows  some  signs  of  the  coin 
having  once  been  scratched  many  years  ago  but  these  marks 
are  so  shallow  and  nicely  toned  over  that  they  are  only  visi- 
ble under  very  close  scrutiny  or  with  a glass.  The  reverse  is 
immaculately  clean  and  the  whole  coin  has  great  eye  appeal. 
Very  pleasing. 

2004  1799/98  B-3,  R-5,  Fine-15  but  once  mounted  at  top  of 
obverse  and  skillfully  removed.  Original  medium  and  dark 
gray  toning.  Some  light  roughness  at  top  obverse.  Still  rather 
pleasing  to  the  eye  and  better  than  it  sounds. 

— Liberty  Seated  Dollars,  1840-1873  — 

2005  1840  MS-60.  A beautiful,  prooflike  example  of  this  first  year 
of  issue.  Boldly  struck  with  clean  fields  showing  only  a few 
signs  of  mishandling.  A couple  of  contact  marks  near  center 
of  obverse  and  on  edge  below  and  to  right  of  date.  Some  light 
golden  toning  on  the  reverse.  Very  attractive! 


2006  1854  PF-64.  Fully  brilliant,  magnificent  proof,  fully  sharp 
with  little  toning  except  for  some  stray  russet  in  the  fields. 
Obverse  is  near  perfect,  but  two  tiny  ticks  on  reverse  and  a 
few  stray  hairlines.  Simply  a wonderful,  flashy  coin  rarely 
offered.  /See  color  photo.) 
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2007  1855  PF-60  + . Light  gold  toning  with  lots  of  tiny  hairlines. 
Accompanied  by  ANACS  certificate  dated  May  1985.  A most 
attractive  coin.  Only  some  33,000  regular  issues  and  a small 
number  of  proofs,  probably  no  more  than  50  made.  Certainly 
the  rarest  Philadelphia  issue  of  the  Liberty  Seated  series 
except  for  the  three  proof-only  dates.  The  highlight  of  the 
dollars.  ( See  color  photo.) 


2008  1857  MS-63.  Prooflike.  At  first  glance  a proof,  but  the  head 
very  weak,  about  half  the  stars  are  flat  and  on  the  reverse, 
the  E D of  ONE  DOL.  quite  flat.  Almost  uniform  light  gold 
toning.  Probably  from  proof  dies,  but  weakness  of  strike  and 
rounded  edges  show  it  to  be  an  uncirculated  specimen. 


Proof-Only  1858  Dollar 


2009  1858  PF-63  + . The  very  rare  proof-only  issue  and  a key  date 
of  the  series.  Magnificent  appearance,  with  brilliant  light 
gray  toning,  and  darker  purples  and  gold  around  the  rims, 
probably  from  a cardboard  display  board.  On  the  reverse, 
also  brilliant,  the  centers  are  blue  and  purple  with  gold  inside 
the  shield  lines,  lighter  around  the  peripheries.  There  is  a 
good  case  for  calling  this  PF-64,  as  there  are  no  contact 
marks  noted  at  all  but  there  are  some  random  stray  hairlines, 
mostly  on  the  obverse.  Rarely  offered  with  an  estimated 
population  of  perhaps  60  pieces,  from  a reported  mintage  of 
80,  still  in  existence.  Breen  states  that  of  the  survivors  many 
of  them  are  cleaned,  some  drastically  so,  a few  quite  seriously 
impaired. 


2010  1859  PF-63.  Another  rare  proof,  fully  brilliant  with  light 
toning  on  obverse  with  blue  and  gold  rims.  The  reverse  is 
striking  with  an  overall  shimmering  medium  gold  shade  and 
blue  and  purple  on  the  outer  rims.  There  are  a few  very  faint 
contact  marks  in  the  right  field,  and  some  stray  hairlines  on 
both  sides.  Rare  and  desirable. 

201 1 1859-0  AU-50.  Perhaps  dipped  once  in  the  past  but  with  a 
bold  strike  and  much  remaining  luster  particularly  on  the 
reverse.  No  bad  hits  or  heavy  marks  as  sometimes  seen. 
Quite  pleasing. 


2012  1860  MS-63  + , fully  prooflike.  At  first  glance,  this  brilliant 
almost  toning-free  coin  appears  to  be  a full  proof.  However, 
the  edges  are  fully  rounded  with  no  trace  of  wire,  over  half 
the  stars  are  flat  and  there  is  weakness  in  the  E D of  ONE 
DOL.  A most  amazing  coin,  worthy  of  any  set.  There  is  a 
trace  of  a transverse,  quite  light  gold-brown  line  possibly 
from  a rubber  band  on  the  reverse.  One  must  assume  that 
this  piece  was  struck  from  proof  dies.

The  first  of  the 
with-motto  types,  and  considerably  more  difficult  to  find 
than  similar  no-motto  types.

2018  1867  PF-65.  This  is  the  "pick  of  the  litter"  among  the  proof 
dollars.  Fully  brilliant,  almost  no  toning,  but  some  traces  of 
light  gold  toning  around  the  devices.  The  reverse  is  similar, 
but  some  small  areas  of  deeper  gold  at  the  lower  reverse.  Vir- 
tually no  hairlines  in  the  field,  just  one  tiny  line  in  lower 
right.  Almost  full  wire  edges  on  both  sides.  A true  gem  in  the 
absolute  sense.  ( See  color  photo.)

Just  traces  of  a few  random 
hairlines  keep  the  grade  below  PF-65.  ( See  color  photo.) 


2020  1869  PF-63  + . Another  sparkling,  fully  brilliant  proof.  Very 
light  overall  toning,  with  a little  light  gold  at  the  peripheries. 
Only  a very  light  disturbance  in  the  right  field  keeps  this 
from  full  PF-64  or  higher.  Also  there  are  a few  random 
hairlines.  Just  lovely. 


2021  1869  PF-63.  Brilliant  with  slightly  irregular  blue  and  russet 

obverse  toning,  but  lovely  pattern  on  reverse.  A few  stray 
contact  marks  on  the  figure  and  most  wire  edge. 


2022  No  lot. 


2023  1870  PF-63.  Light  overall  toning,  with  some  light  gold  on 
the  outer  areas.

2031  1875-S  AU-58/MS-60.  Sharply  struck  and  quite  brilliant 

with  clean  fields  and  nice  overall  appearance.  Slight  obverse 
rubbing  keeps  this  coin  from  full  mint  state. 


2032  1881  PF-65.  This  is  an  absolute  gem  specimen  with  very 
light  gold  toning  with  some  slight  rim  coloring  in  gold  and 
purple.

The  deep  mirror  surfaces  of  this  piece 
suggest  that  it  is  a proof  and  caused  it  to  be  submitted  to 
ANACS  by  our  consignor.  The  multicolor  ANACS  certificate, 
number  UIY066,  accompanies  the  coin  but  in  the  opinion  of 
ANACS,  it  is  not  a proof  and  we  agree.

2161  1898  MS-65.  A lovely,  frosty  example  with  pleasing,  strong 
detail  of  strike  and  very  strong  eye  appeal.  A few  light  con- 
tact marks  here  and  there  but  these  are  minimal  and  don't 
affect  the  coin's  nice  appearance. 

2162  1898-0  MS-65.  Well-struck,  frosty  example  with  clean  sur- 
faces and  strong  eye  appeal.  Just  a touch  of  light  golden  ton- 
ing and  pretty  overall. 

2163  1898-0  MS-64 + . A lovely,  original,  frosty  example  with  only 
light  signs  of  contact  and  a good  strike.  The  color  is  attrac- 
tively mottled  from  full  brilliance.

A light  bagmark  in  the  obverse  field  up  from  right 
of  date  is  all  that  keeps  this  coin  from  a higher  grade.  Nice 
satiny  surfaces  and  a touch  of  light  golden  color. 

2198  1904-0  MS-63.  Nice,  satiny  surfaces.  Typical  contact  marks 
for  the  grade. 

2199  1921  MS-65.  Brilliant,  frosty  example  with  bold  strike  and 
nice,  clean  surfaces  showing  only  a couple  of  trivial  marks. 
Good  eye  appeal! 

2200  1921  MS-63 + . Nice,  original,  frosty  surfaces  showing  just  a 
touch  of  light  golden  toning.  A few  contact  marks  on  the 
obverse  keep  the  coin  down;  reverse  is  nearly  mark  free.

Only  an 
R-5  but  very  popular. 


2250  1864-L,  copper-nickel,  PF-64.  Struck  on  a thick  flan, 

square  edge  but  not  as  lustrous  as  most  copper-nickel  proofs. 
Probably  identical  to  the  bronze  1864-L  proof  dies,  but  spline 
not  apparent.  Listed  in  Judd  as  358,  with  a rarity-7. 
Presumably  only  3 to  5 known  and  excessively  rare.  The  only 
sale  record  noted  in  Judd  was  from  June  1977,  and  certainly 
few,  if  any,  have  been  offered  since  then.

Only  some  stray  hairlines  in 
the  fields  hold  back  the  grade.  Listed  as  Judd-429,  this  transi- 
tional issue  has  the  regular  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  motto,  mak- 
ing it  an  exact  transitional  issue.  This  is  a real  eye  catcher.

Of 
all  pattern  issues  that  were  proposed  and  never  adopted,  over 
the  years  the  $4  Stella  has  certainly  gained  a following  all  to 
themselves.  They  have  even  gained  status  enough  to  be  listed 
in  the  Red  Book,  virtually  promoting  them  to  regular 
issues— just  about  unheard  of  in  numismatic  folklore.

3088  1832  MS-60.  Small  reverse  letters,  0-122.  Lovely,  light  gold 
toning  on  both  sides,  darker  near  periphery.  Most  attractive.

Check  your  bid  sheet  carefully! 
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3089  1834  MS-63.  Small  date,  small  letters,  0-121,  R-5.  Most 
unusual  reverse  overstrike,  the  5 is  overstruck.  The  original 
pointed-top  5 was  overstruck  with  a straight-top  5;  both  are 
readily  apparent  to  the  eye.  Nicely  struck  save  for  some 
slight  weakness  on  the  lower  hair  curls  and  on  the  cor- 
responding right  wing  tip  of  the  eagle's  wing  on  the  reverse. 
The  B of  PLURIBUS  also  shows  some  slight  weakness  and 
we  note  a light  hairline  before  Liberty's  face.  Brilliant,  flashy 
luster  with  light  amber-gold  toning  and  very  attractive  as 
most  of  the  detail  is  fully  struck  up  and  the  coin  has  good  eye 
appeal.  A very  scarce  variety,  nicely  preserved. 

3090  1836  MS-63.  Brilliant,  little  toning,  may  have  been  dipped 
years  ago.  A lovely  piece. 


3093  1838  Reeded  edge,  MS-60.  Sharp  strike,  frosty  brilliant 
luster.

The  fields  are  flat  and 
almost  prooflike.  A very  presentable  copy  of  this  rare  type.

3094  1842  MS-60  + . Small  date,  Beistle  1-A.  Lovely  original  ton- 
ing, with  medium  golds  mostly  around  the  perimeters.  Held 
to  the  lower  uncirculated  grade  by  a few  excess  field  contact 
marks  on  left  obverse  and  below  eagle's  head.  Needle  sharp 
with  almost  prooflike  appearance  under  the  attractive  toning 
Destined  to  bring  MS-63  price  due  to  its  great  eye  appeal. 

3095  1843  AU-50.  Nice  light  toning,  with  blue  and  gold  around 
perimeters  from  album  toning.  Typical  light  contact  marks. 


3096  1854  With  arrows,  MS-63.  Fresh,  sharply  struck  specimen 
with  light  amber-gold  center  with  some  very  light  purples, 
especially  around  the  perimeters.  Minimum  field  contact.  A 
great  type  piece. 


3092  1838  MS-63.  Well  struck,  but  obverse  border  beads  almost 

2/3  missing.  Medium  gray  shade  with  medium  blue 
highlights  giving  a most  attractive  appearance.  Some  well- 
hidden  contact  marks,  especially  on  the  obverse. 
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3097  1855/4  With  arrows,  PF-63.  Has  all  the  characteristics  of 
the  proof  overdate  as  outlined  by  Breen.  There  is  a rust  spot 
on  the  serif  of  the  1 , the  crossbar  of  a 4 shows  in  the  lower 
curve  of  the  second  5 and  full  drapery  at  the  elbow.  There  is 
evidence  of  almost  full  wire  edge  on  both  sides,  but  the 
obverse  appears  a fraction  off-center,  and  the  A of  HALF  a 
little  weak.  The  fields  are  fully  prooflike,  very  light  gray  and 
russet  toning.  There  are  a few  light  hairlines.  As  to  the 
number  of  specimens  known  of  this  piece,  Breen  identifies 
three,  but  thinks  one  is  a duplicate.  As  there  are  less  than  a 
dozen  of  the  non-overdate  known,  which  may  include  an 
overdate  or  so,  one  may  guess  that  there  are  maybe  four  or 
five  overdate  proofs  known.  Auction  records  are  virtually 
non-existent,  and  the  offer  of  this  rare  early  proof  is  of 
utmost  importance.

3098  1856  PF-45.  Obviously  a lightly  worn  proof,  with  all  the 
characteristics  mentioned  by  Breen.  The  center  red  stripe 
separated  from  the  base,  date  centered,  toe  enclosed  and  sup- 
ported, with  full  drapery.  There  is  good  evidence  of  a wire 
edge  on  both  sides,  but  the  coin  was  once  poorly  cleaned  and 
retoned.  About  14  known,  this  may  be  one  of  the  known 
cleaned  specimens. 


3099  1857  PF-64.  Beautiful  gray-blue  overall  toning,  with  devices 
slightly  cameo.  Reverse  has  gold  tones  under  most  devices. 
This  strike  has  a faint  pre-striking  chip  below  the  fifth  star. 
When  last  sold  in  1975,  it  was  described  as  "cleaned,"  which 
is  possible  as  there  are  traces  of  "prints"  in  the  fields.  Breen 
accounts  for  about  13  known.  From  Glassenberg;  ANA  Sale 
1975,  Lot  603. 


3100  1858  PF-64.  Beautiful,  glittering,  gunmetal  blue  proof,  of 

the  level  date  type  as  outlined  by  Breen.  All  characteristics  as 
mentioned  by  Breen  apparent,  lint  mark  on  reverse  above 
the  eagle.  The  devices  all  appear  in  cameo  effect.  There  are  a 
few  traces  of  hairlines,  but  some  die  polish  also  evident. 
Although  Breen  does  not  give  a good  estimate  of  number 
known,  one  would  assume  this  to  be  about  50  copies,  less 
than  a third  being  choice.  The  last  year  before  proofs  became 
a retail  product  of  the  mint. 


3101  1859  PF-63.  Light  gunmetal  toning  with  cameo  devices.  The 

third  variety  with  low  date  that  slants  up,  dash  just  left  of  top 
of  1.  Reverse  with  unpolished  area  between  two  arrowheads. 
Discovered  by  Jack  Collins  in  a Quality  Sales  catalog  of 
November  1976,  Lot  909.  One  in  1976  Garrett  Sale,  Lot  229, 
and  a couple  of  other  cleaned  ones  known.  Another  rarity. 


3102  1860  PF-63  + . Attractive,  brilliant  proof  with  light  gold 

about  outer  edges.  The  low-date  type  (of  two  varieties)  with  a 
total  net  release  of  only  525  pieces.  Just  a few  traces  of 
hairlines,  but  a handsome  piece. 


3103  1861  PF-62.  Undoubtedly  once  cleaned,  now  mildly  retoned 
but  well  hairlined.  Only  one  variety,  net  mintage  less  than 
400  and  Breen  suggests  less  than  100  survivors. 
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3104  1862  PF-63.  Undoubtedly  lightly  cleaned  as  there  is  virtually 

no  toning,  some  light  hairlining.  Type  of  Beistle  1-A,  date 
above  center,  the  rarer  variety  with  spine  from  upper  left 
serif  of  F. 


3105  1863  PF-63.  Undoubtedly  once  lightly  cleaned  as  very  little 

toning,  some  traces  of  gold  in  reverse  fields.  Some  minor 
hairlining.  Variety  with  centered  date,  closed  6 with  loops 
touching  and  reverse  of  1862. 


3106  1865  PF-63 + . Very  light  toning,  with  some  light  peripheral 
gold.  Fairly  free  of  hairlines.  Variety  with  centered  date, 
slanting  down,  not  in  Beistle.  A pretty  coin.

3108  1867  PF-63 + . Almost  uniform,  light  golden  toning  with 
slightly  darker  areas  on  reverse.  First  variety  with  full 
drapery  and  high  date.  A most  attractive  coin  with  only  a few 
hairlines  keeping  down  the  grade. 


3109  1868  PF-63.  Attractive  medium  purple  toning  over  brilliant 
surfaces,  a part  of  the  area  with  less  toning.  Just  a trace  of 
hairlines  and  great  eye  appeal.  The  high  date  type  (not  in 
Beistle)  as  in  Gilhousen,  Garrett  and  1974  GENA  Sale. 

3110  1869  PF-63  + . Spectacular  with  lightly  toned  fields  and  lovely 
purple  and  blue  from  the  edges  from  album  mounting. 
Devices  appear  cameo.  Just  some  light  hairlines  prevent  a 
higher  grade.  Type  of  Beistle  1-A,  with  first  six  stars  doubled 
and  GOD  on  ribbon  very  weak.  Just  great  appeal.  ( See  color 
photo.) 

3111  1869  AU-55.  Nice  piece,  with  just  a trace  of  rubbing.  Cleaned 
long  ago  (purchased  in  1961  by  consignor),  and  now  retoned 
to  purple,  gold  and  light  gray. 


3112  1871  PF-63.  Undoubtedly  retoned  with  overall  light  purple 
color  similar  to  the  1868  above.  Variety  with  7 and  1 apart  as 
in  the  Garrett  coin,  but  reverse  has  normal  stripes.  Just  a few 
hairlines,  but  brilliance  subdued  by  toning. 
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3113  1873  PF-64.  The  closed-3  type,  as  are  all  known  no-arrows 
proofs.  This  simply  lovely  specimen  has  very  light  gold  over 
the  centers  with  delicate  darker  gold  around  the  peripheries. 
Has  perhaps  the  greatest  eye  appeal  of  any  of  the  proof 
halves,  and  just  a few  light  hairlines  keep  it  out  of  a higher 
category.

3547  1925-D  MS-63.  Wonderful,  satiny  example  with  some 

. weakness  in  centers  due  to  striking  and  a few  bagmarks  in 

the  fields.  Still  a flashy  mint-state  example  which  looks  better 
than  it  sounds. 

3548  1926  MS-63  + . Lustrous  surfaces. 

3549  1926  MS-63.  Satiny  surfaces. 


3556  1880  MS-63  + . Virtually  prooflike  and  similar  to  the  above 
piece  except  just  a few  more  minor  abrasions.  Even  scarcer 
than  above  with  a mintage  of  only  1,000.  How  many  could 
still  exist,  especially  this  nice? 

3557  1883  MS-62.  Prooflike.  An  attractive  coin,  but  just  too  much 
surface  contact  and  some  hairlines.  Still  a nice  example. 


3550  1927  MS-63  + . Flashy  and  satiny  with  a trace  of  contact  on 
the  cheek.  A few  minor  marks  in  the  reverse  field. 

3551  1927  MS-62.  Just  a slight  face  contact  with  some  coppery 
areas  on  obverse.  Reverse  slightly  dull. 

3552  1928  MS-63.  A very  handsome  piece. 

3553  1929  MS-60.  Sharply  struck,  clean,  with  nice  luster.

3553A  1854  AU-50.  The  first  year  of  issue,  light  wear  with  a bit  of 
entrapped  dirt  that  will  probably  wash  off. 


Strictly  a mint-state  example,  with  full  cart- 
wheel effects.  A few  too  many  field  contacts  for  a higher 
grade.  Medium  yellow  color  with  a trace  of  darker  toning  in 
the  fields. 


3555  1879  MS-64.  Almost  prooflike  surfaces  and  virtually  immac- 
ulate fields.  Scarcer  date  with  only  3,000  struck  for  circula- 
tion. A spectacular  coin  and  worth  a premium  bid. 


3558  1887  MS-63.  Prooflike.  A fully  prooflike  issue,  with  traces 
of  wire  edges.  One  of  the  low-mintage  years,  with  a total 
issue  of  6,160  pieces.  Encased  in  a PCGS  holder  in  early 
1986.  The  large  3 on  the  reverse  is  strongly  double  cut, 
apparent  to  the  eye.  There  are  traces  of  some  light  field  con- 
tact visible  through  the  holder,  but  some  obvious  handling 
marks  on  the  holder  do  not  help  the  viewing  of  the  coin.  Cer- 
tainly an  exceptional  specimen  worthy  of  close  considera- 
tion. (See  color  photo.) 

3559  1889,  prooflike,  MS-63.  Fully  struck,  brilliant  field  with  a 
few  minor  contacts.  The  word  DOLLAR  fully  double  cut  visi- 
ble to  the  naked  eye.  A flashy  coin  with  some  very  slight 
field  toning.

This  is  Breen  1-D, 
perhaps  the  most  common  of  the  year,  with  the  obverse  die 
showing  breaks  through  the  date  and  the  reverse  "D"  also 
showing  breaks  through  AMER  at  the  top.  A lightly  worn 
piece,  with  a few  very  light  contact  marks  in  the  obverse 
field.  No  nicks  or  dings.  A most  presentable  example  of  this 
scarce  type  coin. 
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Capped  Draped  Bust  to  Left,  1807-1812

1808  EF-45.  Lightly  worn,  struck  very  slightly  off  center  to 
the  top  with  one  tiny  edge  nick  at  6 o'clock.  Clean  and  nice.

color  and  just  a touch  of  very  light  rubbing  along  with  a 
couple  of  trivial  signs  of  mishandling.

3562  1810  EF-40.  Slightly  lighter  in  color  than  Lot  3560,  a couple 
of  tiny  rim  nicks  at  the  right.  Just  some  slight  light  even 
wear.

3563  1814/3  AU-50.  Lustrous  surfaces  but  numerous  light  marks. 
A very  respectable  type  coin  which  is  actually  slightly 
scarcer  than  the  more  "common"  dates. 

Classic  Head  Type,  1834-1838  

3564  1836  EF-45.  Sharply  struck  and  with  much  luster  suggesting 
a higher  grade  but  once  dipped.  A few  light  marks  on  the 
surfaces  but  strong  detail  and  good  eye  appeal.

The  obverse  shows  a few  ticks  although 
the  reverse  is  outstanding.  This  nice,  gold-colored  example 
would  fit  nicely  into  any  high-grade  gold  type  set.

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3573  1885-S  MS-63  + . Sharply  struck  with  beautiful,  soft  mint 
luster.  Nice  golden  color  with  only  light  contact  marks  visible 
in  the  fields.  One  mark  hidden  in  Liberty's  hair  beneath  ER 
of  LIBERTY.  Lovely. 

3574  1896  MS-62.  Slight  toning. 


3575  1899  MS-63.  Sharply  struck  and  very  frosty  example  with 
clean  surfaces.  Nice,  rich,  gold  color  with  a touch  of  reddish 
toning  in  a couple  of  areas  of  obverse.  Very  pleasing  and 
worth  a good  bid. 

3576  1899  MS-62.  Lustrous. 

3577  1901  MS-60  + . An  above-average  specimen.  Original  rose- 
gold  color,  sharply  struck.  Once  sold  as  MS-63  but  not  quite 
up  to  that  grade  by  today's  standards.  Still  quite  attractive. 

3578  1901-S  MS-63  + . Sharply  struck  with  smooth,  satiny  mint 
frost  and  only  the  barest  contact  marks  visible  in  the  fields. 
Light  golden  color.  Very  pretty. 


3582  1903-S  MS-64.  Very  satiny  with  a good  strike  although  some 
stars  are  a bit  soft.  Just  a couple  of  very  minor  hits  above  the 
head,  on  neck  and  in  the  reverse  field.  Formerly  graded 
MS-65,  and  it  is  easy  to  see  why.

A sharply  struck,  lustrous  example  with  a few 
light  contact  marks  on  obverse.  Nice  gold  color  and  attrac- 
tive.

3585  1907  MS-62.  Lustrous  appearance  with  moderate  field  con- 
tacts and  attractive. 


3586  1907-D  MS-63.  Pleasing,  satiny  mint  luster  and  a very  sharp 
strike  on  this  original  example  which  is  slightly  mellowed  in 
appearance.  A few  light  signs  of  contact  and  strong  eye 
appeal.

The  rich,  satiny  surfaces  are  very 
vibrant  and  show  only  a few  light  signs  of  contact  which 
keep  this  choice  coin  from  a higher  grade.  Very  boldly  struck 
and  quite  lovely.

A bit  better  than  last  but  with  a couple  of  hits  on  Liberty's 
face.  From  Stack's  sale  of  the  Wayman  Collection,  September  10, 
1981,  Lot  186.

3604  1907  MS-60  + . No  motto.  A nice,  brilliant  example  with  a 

bold  strike  and  very  clean  surfaces.  Attractive,  light  gold  color, 
strong  eye  appeal.  A very  pleasing  representative  of  the  type. 
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3605  1908  MS-63 + . With  motto.  A sparkling,  fresh,  original  coin 
with  only  minimal  contact  and  almost  full  wire  edge  on  the 
obverse.  Satiny  luster  and  handsome.  It's  easy  to  see  how  it 
was  called  MS-65  five  years  ago. 

3606  1909  AU-58.  A pleasing,  original  example  of  pale  gold  color. 
Nice  bold  strike  with  rich  luster  and  much  appeal. 

3607  1910-D  MS-63.  Lovely,  brilliant  surfaces. 


3608  1910-S  MS-60.  A nice,  brilliant  example  with  satiny  luster 
and  clean  surfaces  save  for  a few  obverse  bagmarks  on 
Liberty's  chin.  Some  softness  in  centers  as  is  typical  of  this 
date  and  mintmark.  A pleasing  coin  which  is  rather  scarce  in 
this  grade  and  worth  seeing. 


3609  1911  MS-64.  Formerly  called  MS-65,  today's  stricter  stan- 
dards demote  it  to  a slightly  lower  grade.  Very  satiny  in 
appearance,  well  struck  and  sharp.  A couple  of  reverse  ticks 
near  the  eagle's  tail  are  what  keep  it  from  a loftier  grade. 

3610  1912  MS-63.  Brilliant,  flashy,  mint  luster  with  only  a few 
trivial  bagmarks  and  some  reverse  cloudiness  near  MERICA 
of  AMERICA.  Rich  gold  color. 


3611  1913  MS-64.  Semi-brilliant  luster  with  minimal  contacts. 

Although  coinage-wise,  it  is  not  a rare  date,  it  is  uncommon 
today. 


3612  1926  MS-64.  Quite  lustrous  with  a trace  of  toning. 

3613  1926.  Sold  as  MS-63/63,  this  coin  does  indeed  have  some 
claim  to  that  grade.  It  is  original  with  satiny  luster,  rich  gold 
color  and  subtle  hints  of  orange.  A trailing  bagmark  to  the 
left  of  date  and  a few  light  ones  on  the  reverse  keep  this 
specimen  from  full  MS-63. 

3614  1926  MS-62.  Just  misses  MS-63  by  just  a little  too  much 
facial  contact. 

3615  1926  MS-60 + . Brilliant,  satiny  luster  with  only  one  scuff  in 
the  feathers  above  the  Indian's  head  worth  mentioning. 
Otherwise  a nice,  fresh,  original  example. 

3616  1926  MS-60.  No  wear,  but  dullish.  Some  moderate  contacts. 

3617  1932  MS-63.  A very  sharp  strike  with  a satiny  appearance. 
Just  some  typical  minor  contact. 

3618  1932  MS-62/63.  Called  a MS-63  five  years  ago,  there  are  a 
few  too  many  contacts  on  the  cheek  for  that  grade. 


3619  1932  MS-63.  A very  attractive,  satiny  coin  with  only  a light 
contact  mark  in  the  left  field  and  two  very  tiny  nicks  on  the 
face,  the  reverse  is  near  perfect.  A good  value. 

3620  1932.  Certified  as  MS-63  by  ANACS,  F-3267-B,  although  the 
certificate  is  not  available.  A nice,  rich,  gold  color  and  very 
lustrous.  A few  marks  on  the  Indian's  face  but  otherwise 
very  clean. 

3621  1932  MS-63.  Another  blazing,  beautiful  example  with 
tremendous  life  to  the  luster.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  but 
show  a few  obverse  and  reverse  bagmarks.
